Along with Hogan High and College Park High, 
Armijo was selected as a computer-based Busi- 
ness Education Model Site. The business depart- 
ment infused computer education throughout 
their curriculum. Computers were used in typing, 
computer awareness, business machines/math, 
word processing, accounting and marketing. 
Business machines/math meets our districts 
graduation requirements as a second year of 




math. 

In advanced vocational preparation intensive 
computer application experience is provided us- 
ing sophisticated data base and spreadsheet pro- 
grams.
